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U.S.  Wine  Exports  Continue  to  Climb 
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The  outlook  for  fiscal  year  1999  (FY99)  is  positive  for  U.S.  wine  exports.  U.S.  wine  exports  (including 
cider,  fermented  beverages,  and  must)  for  FY99  are  forecast  to  reach  $530  million,  up  4  percent  from 
FY98.  The  United  Kingdom,  Japan,  Canada,  the  Netherlands,  and  Switzerland  are  the  top  five  export 
markets.  During  FY99,  the  United  Kingdom  and  Canada  are  forecast  at  $139  million  and  $93  million,  up  5 
and  9  percent,  respectively.  Exports  to  Japan  are  forecast  at  $60  million,  down  33  percent  from  FY98's 
record  year  of  $91  million.  Flowever,  U.S.  wine  exports  to  Japan  during  the  financial  crisis  have  not  been 
as  negatively  impacted  as  originally  expected.  Additionally,  some  of  Japan’s  decline  was  made  up  by 
other  export  markets.  Exports  to  the  Netherlands  and  Switzerland  are  forecast  to  reach  $116  million  and 
$26  million,  respectively,  for  FY99. 
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Export  Summary 

U.S.  exports  of  horticultural  products  to  all  countries  in  June  totaled  $902  million,  down  slightly  from  the  same  month 
a  year  earlier.  Five  of  the  15  product  categories  registered  value  increases.  Categories  with  the  most  significant 
increases  in  June  were  fresh  non-citrus  fruit  (up  $30.5  million  or  2 1  percent)  and  nursery  products  (up  $5.3  million  or 
40  percent).  The  category  with  the  most  significant  decrease  was  fresh  citrus  (down  $20.3  million  or  39  percent).  For 
FY  1 999  to  date  (October-June),  the  total  value  of  U.S.  horticultural  exports  was  $7.8  billion,  1  percent  below  FY  1 998 
during  the  same  period.

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Southern  Hemisphere  Wine  Situation  and  Outlook 


Overall,  the  production  and  export  forecast  for  1999  is  favorable  for  the  selected 
Southern  Hemisphere  countries  (Argentina,  Australia,  Chile,  and  South  Africa). 
Wine  production  in  1999  for  these  countries  is  forecast  at  37.7  million  hectoliters, 
up  11  percent  from  the  previous  year.  Chile’s  production,  however,  is  expected 
to  fall  13  percent  due  to  adverse  weather  and  restricted  water  supplies.  Also  in 
1999,  exports  for  these  countries  are  projected  at  close  to  7.4  million  hectoliters. 
As  part  of  their  efforts  to  expand  exports  beyond  2000,  these  countries  are 
increasing  plantings  and  making  investments  that  will  improve  wine  production. 
Argentina  and  Australia  will  account  for  most  of  the  increase  in  exports  and  are 
forecast  to  increase  21  and  18  percent,  respectively.  The  U.S.  wine  industry, 
which  has  had  14  consecutive  record-breaking  years  of  exports,  will  face 
increasing  competition  both  at  home  and  in  third  country  markets. 


Argentina 

Favorable  weather  and  growing  conditions  are  expected  to  increase  wine  production  in  1999  to 
15.9  million  hectoliters  (hi),  a  25-percent  increase  over  1998.  In  contrast,  adverse  weather  in 
1998  related  to  El  Nino  caused  Argentina’s  wine  production  to  drop  to  12.7  million  hi,  down  6 
percent  from  the  previous  year. 

Argentine  wine  exports  in  1999  are  projected  to  increase  somewhat  over  1998  levels,  although 
some  exporters  believe  it  could  be  increased  by  20  percent  or  more.  Fine  wines  now  account  for 
half  of  the  volume  of  Argentina’s  wine  exports.  Total  Argentine  wine  exports  in  1998  were 
about  1.1  million  hi,  down  1 1  percent  from  1997.  However,  1998  exports  were  valued  at  $102.3 
million,  the  highest  since  Argentina  began  exporting  fine  wines.  The  United  States  was 
Argentina’s  top  export  destination  in  1998,  followed  by  the  United  Kingdom  and  Japan. 
Significant  investments  have  been  made  in  the  wine  industry  in  Argentina.  These  investments 
include  modernization  and  significant  mergers  and  acquisitions  by  foreign  investors  with 
Argentina’s  leading  wineries. 

Australia 

The  Australian  wine  industry  has  grown  significantly  over  the  last  decade,  and  since  the  early 
1980's  exports  have  increased  nearly  50  percent.  The  majority  of  wineries  are  small  but  several 
large  companies  account  for  approximately  75  percent  of  production.  Despite  unfavorable 
weather,  Australian  wine  production  is  forecast  to  rise  10  percent  to  7.6  million  hi  in  1998/99 
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due  mainly  to  increased  acreage.  Increased  plantings,  mostly  of  premium  varieties  (with  the 
majority  being  red),  will  result  in  rapid  production  increases  over  the  next  several  years. 

The  increased  wine  grape  production  also  led  to  an  increase  in  wine  exports.  In  1 999,  exports  are 
forecast  to  rise  18  percent  to  2.3  million  hi.  Exports  reached  1,977,220  hi  in  1998,  a  16-percent 
increase  over  the  previous  year.  Major  export  markets  by  volume  include  the  United  Kingdom, 
the  United  States,  and  New  Zealand.  Australian  exports  have  historically  been  dominated  by 
white  wine  but,  in  recent  years,  red  wine  has  been  growing  faster.  In  1998,  red  wine  exports 
represented  almost  half  of  total  Australian  wine  exports  by  volume  and  value. 

The  Australian  government  provides  export  promotion  funds  through  the  Export  Market 
Development  Grant  Scheme.  Applicants  under  this  program  may  qualify  for  up  to  50  percent 
reimbursement  of  eligible  export  marketing  expenses.  During  the  Australian  Wine  and  Brandy 
Corporation  spent  US$2.3  million  on  promotions  through  the  Australian  Wine  Export  Council 
(AWEC).  The  Australian  wine  industry  has  instituted  a  levy  on  wine  exports  to  cover,  future 
promotional  expenditures  by  AWEC. 

Chile 

In  1999,  production  is  forecast  to  fall  13  percent  to  5.5  million  hi  due  to  droughts  and  restricted 
water  supplies,  although  new  output  from  recent  plantings  will  partially  offset  the  decrease.  (See 
the  following  table  for  production,  supply,  and  distribution  data.)  By  contrast,  Chile’s  wine 
production  reached  6.3  million  hi  in  1998  due  to  favorable  weather,  new  vineyards  coming  into 
production,  and  a  supply  of  table  grapes  used  for  wine.  Additional  plantings  and  replacement  of 
existing  vineyards  are  expected  to  increase  wine  production,  and  by  2002  production  is  expected 
to  rise  to  7.5  million  hi. 

Preliminary  data  for  1 999  shows  that  the  wine  industry  has  begun  feeling  the  impact  of  the  Asian 
financial  crisis  and  exports  will  rise  only  slightly  to  2,550,000  hi,  up  2  percent  from  the  previous 
year.  In  1998,  Chilean  wine  exports  reached  2,510,000  hi,  up  12  percent  from  the  previous  year. 
In  2002,  when  the  new  plantings  begin  yielding,  exports  are  forecast  to  reach  a  record  3.5  million 
hi.  While  the  government  of  Chile  does  not  subsidize  production,  it  does  support  export 
promotions  through  Prochile,  the  Export  Promotion  Bureau  of  the  Ministry  of  Foreign  Affairs. 

Imports  in  1999  are  forecast  to  rise  only  1  percent  to  100,000  hi.  In  1998,  imports  fell  to  99,235 
hi,  a  26-percent  drop  from  1997.  Because  a  large  quantity  of  table  grapes  was  available  for  wine 
production  in  1998,  the  largest  wineries  did  not  import  as  much  lower-quality,  lower-priced  wine 
for  the  domestic  market.  The  largest  suppliers  are  Argentina,  Spain,  and  France. 
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South  Africa 


In  1999,  production  is  projected  at  8.8  million  hi,  an  8-percent  increase  over  1998  levels.  Poor 
weather  led  to  the  decline  in  wine  production  in  1998  to  8.2  million  hi,  a  7-percent  decline  over 
the  previous  year. 

Exports  are  expected  to  increase  in  1999  by  1  percent  to  1,175,000  hi.  Exports  were  strong  in 
1998  because  of  the  weak  South  African  rand  relative  to  international  currencies  and  increasing 
popularity  of  South  African  wines.  The  top  export  markets  with  the  largest  growth  are  the 
United  Kingdom,  the  Netherlands,  and  Mozambique.  In  1999,  imports  are  projected  to  fall  to 
95,000  hi,  down  2  percent  from  1998.  In  1998,  imports  dropped  by  33  percent  over  the  1997 
level  to  96,948  hi. 

South  Africa  and  the  European  Union  have  concluded  negotiating  a  free  trade  agreement,  and 
implementation  is  scheduled  to  begin  January  1 ,  2000.  Under  this  agreement.  South  Africa  will 
phase  out  the  use  of  the  terms  “port”  and  “sherry”  on  exports  to  third  markets  over  five  years 
(excluding  Southern  African  Development  Council,  or  SADC,  countries)  and  to  SADC  countries 
over  eight  years.  South  Africa  will  continue  to  use  these  semi-generic  terms  on  the  domestic 
market  during  a  1 2-year  transition  period. 

The  marketing  board  was  phased  out  and  a  Wine  Trust  was  established  and  is  taking  over  the 
management  of  the  industry  from  the  cooperative  which  traditionally  regulated  the  industry.  The 
Trust  is  eligible  to  apply  for  statutory  levies  on  production  to  finance  research,  data  collection, 
and  other  activities.  This  is  important  since  the  Wine  and  Spirits  Control  Act,  which  was  a 
vehicle  traditionally  used  to  collect  levies  required  by  the  industry,  was  repealed  in  June  1 999. 
The  South  African  governments  Department  of  Industry  offers  limited  export  incentive 
assistance  to  South  African  exporters  through  the  Export  Marketing  and  Investment  Assistance 
Scheme  (EMIA)  and  Export  Credit  and  Foreign  Investment  Reinsurance  (ECRS).

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Asparagus  Production  and  Trade  in  Selected  Countries 


In  1999,  production  of  fresh  asparagus  in  5  selected  countries  is  forecast  at  359,000  tons, 
up  3  percent  from  1998.  Peru,  the  world’s  leading  producer,  accounted  for  40  percent 
of  the  total,  followed  by  Spain  and  the  United  States  at  17  percent  each.  Fresh 
asparagus  exports  from  the  selected  countries  are  forecast  at  97,500  tons,  up  8  percent 
from  1998.  With  the  exception  of  Germany,  exports  from  all  other  selected  countries 
are  expected  to  register  increases  during  this  period.  Mexico,  the  leading  exporter  of 
fresh  asparagus,  is  expected  to  once  again  dominate  exports  from  selected  countries, 
with  exports  forecast  at  38,000  tons,  up  9  percent  from  1998.  The  United  States  is 
Mexico’s  chief  export  market  for  fresh  asparagus.  In  1998,  U.S.  exports  of  fresh 
asparagus  totaled  15,601  tons  valued  at  $46  million,  a  rise  of  2  percent  in  volume  but  a 
decline  of  10  percent  in  value  from  the  year  earlier.  During  the  first  6  months  of  1999, 
U.S.  exports  of  fresh  asparagus  totaled  15,229  tons  valued  at  $43  million,  up  8  percent  in 
volume  and  5  percent  in  value  from  the  same  period  in  1998. 


United  States 

The  United  States  continues  to  be  the  world’s  third  largest  producer  of  fresh  green  asparagus 
behind  Peru  and  Spain.  In  1998,  U.S.  production  of  fresh  asparagus  is  reported  at  60,464  tons, 
up  1 1  percent  from  1997,  due  mostly  to  an  increase  in  yields.  The  production  forecast  for  1999 
is  not  available.  California  accounts  for  approximately  75  percent  of  total  U.S.  fresh  asparagus 
production,  followed  by  Washington  state  and  Michigan.  During  the  same  period,  U.S. 
production  of  processed  asparagus,  canned  and  frozen,  is  estimated  at  3 1 ,449  tons,  down  1 1 
percent  from  1997.  Lower  production  in  Washington  (the  principle  processing  state)  and  Oregon 
were  the  major  reason  for  the  decline.  The  state  of  Michigan  is  the  second  largest  U.S.  processor 
of  asparagus.  In  1998,  production  of  fresh  and  processed  asparagus  provided  $168  million  and 
$43  million  in  cash  receipts  to  U.S.  farmers,  up  24  percent  and  down  10  percent,  respectively, 
from  1997. 

In  1998,  U.S.  exports  of  fresh  asparagus  totaled  15,601  tons  valued  at  $46  million,  up  2  percent 
in  volume  and  down  10  percent  in  value  from  1997.  During  the  first  6  months  of  calendar  year 
1999,  U.S.  exports  of  fresh  asparagus  totaled  15,229  tons  valued  at  $43  million,  up  8  percent  in 
volume  and  5  percent  in  value  from  the  same  period  a  year  ago.  Shipments  to  Canada,  Japan  and 
Switzerland,  the  U.S.’s  top  three  markets,  accounted  for  95  percent  of  the  total  export  volume  for 
this  period.  Market  Access  Program  (MAP)  activities  being  conducted  by  the  U.S.  asparagus 
industry  in  these  countries  are  multifaceted,  including  in-store  promotions  and  displays,  trade 
seminars,  public  relations  work,  media  events,  and  advertising  in  the  aforementioned  countries  as 
well  as  the  U.K.,  Switzerland,  and  Germany.  U.S.  fresh  asparagus  exports  to  Japan  in  May  1999 
were  up  422  percent  from  the  same  month  in  the  previous  year,  due  to  a  new  window  of 
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opportunity  created  by  the  MAP  funded  in-country  trade  servicing  to  extend  Japan’s  import 
season  for  U.S.  asparagus.  In  the  past,  Japanese  retailers  have  been  reluctant  to  import  U.S. 
asparagus  beyond  the  month  of  April  because  of  the  competition  it  creates  for  domestic 
producers.  However,  the  Japanese  trade  was  reportedly  pleased  with  the  results  of  the  extended 
export  season  and  USA  Asparagus  representatives  are  working  on  a  similar  arrangement  for  MY 
2000. 

Mexico 

Mexican  fresh  asparagus  production  in  marketing  year  (MY)  1 999  (January-December)  is 
estimated  at  50,000  tons,  up  6  percent  from  the  revised  level  in  1998.  This  increase  is  due 
mostly  to  new  area  coming  into  production  and  expected  higher  yields.  Also,  increased 
international  demand  in  1998  enticed  farmers  to  increase  area  planted  in  1999.  The  bulk  of 
Mexico’s  asparagus  production  is  for  the  export  market.  Mexico  does  not  produce  asparagus  for 
the  processing  industry. 

Generally,  over  95  percent  of  Mexico’s  asparagus  is  produced  in  Sonora,  Baja  California  and 
Guanajuato,  with  the  rest  coming  from  Nuevo  Leon,  Coahuila,  and  Baja  California  Sur. 

Mexico’s  biggest  asparagus  crop  is  harvested  in  Baja  California  and  Sonora  from  late  December 
through  early  April.  A  smaller  crop  is  harvested  from  late  June  through  September  in  the  Bajio 
region  of  Guanajuato.  Nearly  all  major  asparagus  production  areas  in  Mexico  are  under  drip- 
irrigation.  Reportedly,  the  cost  of  establishing  a  new  asparagus  planting  in  Mexico  is  between 
US$5,000  to  US$5,500  per  hectare. 

The  average  farmgate  price  received  for  asparagus  from  the  Bajio  region  in  MY  1998,  averaged 
about  US$2.33  per  kilogram,  and  domestic  prices  averaged  US$2.65  per  kilogram.  The  average 
international  price  for  asparagus  during  1998  was  approximately  US$22.00  per  12-pound  box 
(US$4.03  per  kilogram)  compared  to  US$20.73  per  box  (US$3.73  per  kilogram)  in  MY  1997.  In 
MY  1999,  international  prices  began  at  US$20.00  per  box  (US$3.67  per  kilogram). 

Fresh  asparagus  consumption  in  Mexico  is  traditionally  a  residual  market,  with  asparagus  grown 
mainly  for  the  export  market.  Approximately  90  percent  of  Mexico’s  total  asparagus  exports  are 
slated  for  the  United  States,  with  the  rest  going  to  Japan  and  the  European  Union.  In  MY  1999, 
fresh  asparagus  exports  from  Mexico  are  estimated  at  38,000  tons,  up  9  percent  from  1998,  due 
mostly  to  increased  output  and  strong  international  demand.  Mexico’s  winter  exports  to  the 
United  States  peak  from  the  last  week  of  December  to  January  31,  when  supplies  are  low. 
Traditionally,  prices  are  higher  during  this  period.  Mexico’s  exports  of  fresh  asparagus  to  the 
United  States  continue  until  March  when  production  begins  in  California’s  northern 
Stockton/Delta  region.  Mexico  also  exports  fresh  asparagus  to  the  United  States  during  the 
summer  months,  from  the  last  week  of  June  to  the  end  of  September. 
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Under  NAFTA,  Mexico’s  fresh  asparagus  (HS  0709.20.10  and  0709.20.90)  imports  from  the 
United  States  are  subject  to  the  following  duties:  January  1  to  June  31,  1999,  duty  is  4  percent 
with  tariff  phase  out  in  2003;  July  1  to  December  31,  duty  is  0  percent;  September  15  to 
November  15,  duty  is  free;  January  1  to  December  31  (white  asparagus),  duty  is  free. 

Peru 

Asparagus  production  in  Peru  in  1999  is  estimated  at  145,000  tons,  up  5  percent  from  the  revised 
level  in  1998,  due  mostly  to  an  increase  in  area  and  crop  maturation.  In  Peru,  the  average  yields 
for  asparagus  are  about  6  tons  per  hectare,  but  can  reach  as  high  as  1 8  tons  per  hectare  among 
some  of  the  more  efficient  producers.  Peru  produces  asparagus  for  two  different  markets:  green 
asparagus  for  the  United  States,  and  white  asparagus  for  the  European  market.  Green  asparagus 
accounts  for  about  35  percent  of  total  production  and  is  packed  fresh  in  5 -kilogram  boxes  and 
exported  to  the  United  States;  while  white  asparagus  is  processed  in  cans  and/or  jars  and 
exported  to  Europe. 

Land  tenure  in  Peru  is  allowing  more  entrepenueral  activity,  and  it  is  attracting  local  and  foreign 
investment.  Fresh  capital  in  the  agricultural  sector  is  looking  to  invest  in  an  exportable  product, 
and  asparagus  is  a  profitable  crop  with  a  stable  foreign  demand. 

In  MY  1999  (January-December),  exports  of  processed  asparagus  are  estimated  at  65,000  tons, 
up  1 0  percent  from  the  previous  year.  During  the  same  period,  exports  of  fresh  asparagus  are 
estimated  at  22,000  tons,  up  10  percent  from  1998.  Rising  international  demand  was  the  primary 
factor  attributing  to  increases  in  exports  of  fresh  and  processed  asparagus.  Peru’s  most  important 
processed  asparagus  export  markets  are  Spain,  the  Netherlands,  France,  Germany  and  Denmark. 
The  United  States  continues  to  be  the  most  important  export  market  for  fresh  asparagus. 

The  government  of  Peru  (GOP)  does  not  have  an  official  policy  to  encourage  asparagus 
production.  Most  of  the  GOP’s  effort  is  on  the  marketing  side  through  “Prompex”  (the  export 
promotion  committee).  This  is  a  new  organization  that  has  been  active  and  successful  in 
promoting  agricultural  exports. 

Spain 

Asparagus  production  in  Spain  in  1999  is  estimated  at  63,000  tons,  up  slightly  from  1998.  A 
slight  drop  in  area  for  white  asparagus  is  expected  to  be  offset  by  additional  plantings  of  4  to  5 
million  new  plants  of  more  productive  green-purple  varieties  in  southern  Spain.  In  many  areas, 
the  mild  winter,  with  no  freezing  temperatures,  reportedly  depleted  plants  of  critical  nutrients  just 
prior  to  the  productive  season,  resulting  in  yields  30  percent  below  the  previous  year  in  some 
areas.  Spain’s  harvesting  season  for  asparagus  begins  around  mid-January  for  extra-early 
varieties  in  Andalucia,  and  ends  in  August  in  the  northern-producing  asparagus  areas.  In  Spain, 
approximately  80  percent  of  the  area  planted  to  asparagus  is  under  irrigation.

In  1999,  fresh  asparagus  consumption  in  Spain  is  estimated  at  34,000  tons  (53  percent  of  total 
consumption),  unchanged  from  the  previous  year.  Declining  demand  for  canned  asparagus  in 
Spain,  due  primarily  to  high  prices,  has  led  to  an  increase  in  consumption  of  both  fresh  and 
frozen  asparagus. 

Imports  of  fresh  asparagus  in  Spain  take  place  mainly  during  the  off-season  months  between 
October  and  January.  In  1998,  Spain  imported  2,400  tons  of  fresh  asparagus,  down  17  percent 
from  the  year  earlier.  Imports  from  the  United  States  during  the  same  period  totaled  8  tons,  up 
from  zero  in  1997.  The  major  suppliers  of  fresh  asparagus  to  Spain  are  Peru,  Greece  and 
Morocco. 

Fresh  asparagus  exports  from  Spain  in  1999  are  estimated  at  20,000  tons,  up  4  percent  from  the 
previous  year  because  of  increased  domestic  supply.  In  1998,  fresh  asparagus  exports  totaled 
19,300  tons  (including  2,295  tons  of  varieties),  down  26  percent  from  1997,  due  mainly  to  lower 
supply.  The  EU  countries  continue  to  be  the  major  market  for  Spain’s  fresh  asparagus  exports. 
Most  of  Spain’s  asparagus  exports  consists  of  white  asparagus  used  for  salads  in  EU  countries.

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World  Trade  Situation  and  Policy  Updates 

Japan  Production  Shortfall  Creates  Opportunity  for  U.S.  lettuce 

A  sharply  reduced  domestic  supply  situation  in  Japan  for  lettuce  has  led  to  a  drastic  run  up  in 
wholesale  prices,  according  to  a  recent  report  from  the  U.S.  Agricultural  Minister-Counselor’s 
office  in  Tokyo.  This  situation  is  expected  to  create  significant  short  term  marketing 
opportunities  for  U.S.  lettuce  shippers.  However,  Japan’s  onerous  policy  of  fumigating  imported 
lettuce  whenever  live  insects,  including  indigenous  species,  are  detected  could  hamper  U.S. 
shippers  from  taking  full  advantage  of  the  opportunity.  U.S.  lettuce  shipments  to  Japan  in  1998 
totaled  5,722  MT,  valued  at  $7.4  million.  The  United  States  is  the  predominant  foreign  supplier 
of  lettuce  to  Japan,  where  imported  lettuce  continues  to  account  for  a  very  small  percentage  of 
domestic  consumption.  USD  A  and  industry  efforts  to  overcome  Japan’s  restrictive  quarantine 
policy  for  lettuce  are  ongoing. 

New  Zealand  Kiwifruit  Industry  Rejects  GMO  Technology 

Kiwifruit  New  Zealand  (KNZ),  the  organization  representing  that  country’s  kiwifruit  industry, 
has  disavowed  involvement  in  research  and  development  of  genetically  modified  strains, 
according  to  a  recent  report  from  the  FAS  Agricultural  Attache’s  office  in  Wellington.  KNZ  has 
stated  that  no  New  Zealand  kiwifruit,  either  now  in  commercial  production  or  under  research,  has 
ever  been  subject  to  genetic  modification.  Further,  the  organization  claims  it  will  neither  fund 
future  research  or  market  genetically  modified  product. 

Japan  Announces  Approval  of  New  Apple  &  Cherry  Varieties 

On  July  30,  1999,  Japan’s  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Forestry,  and  Fisheries  announced  the 
decision  to  immediately  lift  its  phytosanitary  ban  on  five  new  varieties  of  apples;  Fuji,  Gala, 
Granny  Smith,  Jonagold  and  Braebum,  and  two  new  varieties  of  cherries;  Lapin  and  Sweetheart. 
Traders  in  Japan  expect  shipments  of  the  new  cherry  varieties  to  commence  in  August  of  this 
year  and,  for  apples,  in  early  2000. 

Japanese  Ban  Lifted  on  New  Varieties  of  Tomatoes 

On  July  6,  1999,  Japan’s  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Forestry  and  Fisheries  announced  its  decision 
to  lift  its  phytosanitary  ban  on  all  unapproved  varieties  of  U.S.  tomatoes.  Liberalization  is 
expected  to  be  completed  by  early  September  1999.  Sales  potential  is  particularly  good  for 
Roma  tomatoes,  a  substitute  for  canned  tomatoes,  in  the  emerging  Japanese  cooking  tomato 
market.  Market  opportunities  also  exist  for  cherry  tomatoes,  particularly  during  late  fall  through 
early  spring,  when  Japanese  prices  are  relatively  high.  The  domestic  market  for  cherry  tomatoes 
in  Japan  is  valued  at  approximately  $380  million. 
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Cochran  Dried  Fruit  and  Nuts  Team  from  China  Obtains  Immediate  Results 

A  recent  U.S.  visit  of  15  Chinese  importers  and  distributors  of  dried  fruit  and  nuts  under  the 
Cochran  Program  resulted  in  orders  being  placed  on  July  27  for  two  containers  of  pistachios. 

The  team  had  traveled  to  Washington,  D.C.  and  California  in  July  to  learn  more  about  the  U.S. 
dried  fruit  and  nut  industries.  In  addition  to  the  two  containers  ordered,  the  group  was  hopeful 
that  more  orders  would  be  placed,  should  the  deal  prove  to  be  mutually  satisfactory.  Team 
members  also  expressed  their  enthusiasm  and  willingness  to  establish  relationships  with  U.S. 
pecan  companies  and  provided  pecan  packers  with  advice  on  how  to  enter  the  China  market.  The 
companies  participating  from  China  were  all  experienced  worldwide  traders  and  very  optimistic 
about  the  future  potential  for  U.S.  products  in  China.  Of  particular  interest  to  the  traders  was  the 
issue  of  direct  shipments  to  mainland  China,  as  opposed  to  shipping  via  Hong  Kong. 
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Organic  Updates 


Upcoming  Promotion  Opportunities  for  U.S.  Exporters 

Following  a  packed  show  season  this  fall,  U.S.  organic  and  natural  product  suppliers  may  be 
even  busier  in  2000.  Three  exhibitions— in  the  world's  major  markets— as  well  as  a 
USDA-sponsored  trade  mission  present  great  opportunities  for  suppliers  to  develop  and  expand 
their  international  sales. 

Kicking  off  the  season  is  BIOFACH  2000,  the  "World  Trade  Fair  for  Organic  Food  and  Natural 
Products,"  February  17-20,  2000.  BIOFACH  1999  attracted  21,000  trade  visitors  and  more  than 
1,200  exhibitors,  including  forty  U.S.  suppliers  who  exhibited  under  the  umbrella  of  the  US 
Organic  Trade  Mission  to  BIOFACH.  U.S.  organic  supplier  John  Troy  of  Wizard's  Cauldron 
(Cedar  Grove,  NC)  recommends  the  show:  "BioFach  is  really  a  benchmark  show  for  those  of  us 
in  the  organic  business— the  exhibitors  and  the  buyers  brought  knowledge  and  enthusiasm  for 
organics  that  I've  never  seen  at  any  other  show.  It  was  awesome."  Contact  Kathy  Donnelly  at 
Concord  Expo  Group  (Tel.

The  American  Embassy  London  will  host  the  first  stop 
on  the  mission:  two  days  of  intensive  meetings  and  seminars  with  industry  leaders,  importers, 
and  distributors  from  one  of  Western  Europe's  largest  organic  markets,  the  UK.  The  Mission 
then  moves  on  to  exhibit  in  the  US  Pavilion  at  BIOFACH  2000  in  Nuremberg,  Germany.

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Organics  in  Austria 

Until  the  late  1 980’s,  organic  farming  was  practiced  by  a  small  minority  of  farmers  in  Austria.  In 
1988,  there  were  880  organic  farmers  and  in  1998,  according  to  the  Austrian  Federal  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Forestry,  20,150  farmers  (about  9  percent  of  all  farmers),  and  10  percent  of  the 
utilized  agricultural  area  were  involved  in  organic  production.  This  dramatic  increase  is 
attributed  to  a  combination  of  government  subsidies  instituted  in  1991  to  encourage  the  switch  to 
organics,  rising  consumer  awareness  and  demand;  and  greater  availability  of  organic  products 
through  major  supermarket  chains.  Flowever,  the  rate  at  which  farmers  are  adopting  organic 
production  methods  seems  to  be  easing.  From  1994  to  1995,  the  number  of  organic  farms  rose 
39  percent,  however,  the  rate  of  increase  fell  to  5  percent  from  1995  to  1996.  and  to  2  percent 
from  1996  to  1997. 

Most  organic  farms  are  located  in  mountainous  areas  where  livestock  production  dominates.  The 
average  farm  size  is  14  hectares  (35  acres).  Austria’s  major  organic  output  is  beef  and  milk,  and 
in  fact,  there  is  an  oversupply  of  the  latter-only  40  percent  of  organic  milk  is  sold  as  such,  and 
the  rest  is  marketed  as  conventional.  Two  thirds  of  organic  grain  production  (mainly  wheat,  rye 
and  spelt)  is  used  as  fodder,  and  the  rest  is  processed  into  cereal  for  human  consumption. 
Currently,  demand  for  organic  pork,  chicken,  fruits  and  vegetables  exceeds  supply. 

Approximately  54  percent  of  Austrian  consumers  buy  organic  foods  at  least  occasionally.  The 
most  popular  organic  products  are  fruits  and  vegetables,  milk  and  dairy  products,  and  meat  and 
sausages.  Approximately  80  percent  of  organic  purchases  are  made  through  supermarkets,  but 
often  fruits  and  vegetables,  and  meat  and  sausages  are  purchased  directly  from  the  farm.  The 
Federal  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Forestry  has  recently  begun  to  facilitate  the  purchase  of 
organic  products  through  its  web  site,  which  also  contains  an  encyclopedia  on  organic  farming 
and  a  list  of  1,500  organic  farmers  throughout  Austria. 

Austria  was  the  first  country  in  the  world  to  set  official  guidelines  for  organic  farming.  They 
were  issued  in  1983  and  added  to  the  Austrian  food  codex  in  1989.  In  1991,  Austria  became  the 
first  country  to  establish  organic  livestock  standards.  When  Austria  joined  the  EU  in  1994,  EEC 
Council  Regulation  2092/91  supplanted  Austria’s  crop  standards,  but  the  livestock  standards  still 
apply  because  the  EU  has  not  finalized  its  own  organic  livestock  standards  yet. 

U.S.  organic  products  that  show  some  promise  in  the  health-conscious  Austrian  market  include 
rice,  nuts,  fruits  (especially  citrus  and  dried  fruits),  kamut  (an  ancient  variety  of  wheat),  and 
processed  foods.

SARE:  Research  on  Horticultural  Crops  -  Since  1988,  the  Sustainable  Agriculture  Research  & 
Education  (SARE)  program  has  funded  hands-on  projects  to  identify  practical  methods  to 
manage  sustainable  agricultural  systems.  “Ten  Years  of  SARE”  showcases  selected  projects, 
many  of  which  are  directly  related  to  organics  or  yield  knowledge  applicable  to  organic 
production.  This  month,  horticultural  crops  are  featured: 

-  An  apple  grower  in  Wisconsin  discovered  a  combination  of  IPM  techniques  that  provides 
insect  damage  control  with  a  minimum  of  spray. 

-  A  computer  program  and  on-site  weather  station  enabled  a  New  York  grape  producer  to  time 
spray  applications  for  maximum  effectiveness,  reducing  costs  by  dramatically  reducing  the 
quantity  of  synthetic  chemicals  used. 

-  An  organic  vegetable  grower  in  North  Carolina  discovered  a  mix  of  cover  crops  that  harbor 
beneficial  insects  such  as  aphid-eating  ladybugs,  a  finding  that  may  someday  prove  useful  in  the 
production  of  major  southern  crops  like  cotton  and  peanuts. 

-  Using  certain  cover  crops  and  tillage  practices,  an  Oregon  vegetable  grower  increased  yields 
and  lowered  production  costs  through  reduced  chemical  use.

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Export  News  and  Opportunities 


Export  Credit  Guarantee  Program:  No  Activity  Since  Last  Publication 

The  Export  Credit  Guarantee  Program  (GSM- 102  program)  makes  available  financing  for  the 
sales  of  U.S.  agricultural  commodities  overseas.  USDA  does  not  provide  financing,  but 
guarantees  payments  due  from  foreign  banks.  USDA  typically  guarantees  98  percent  of  the 
principal  and  a  portion  of  the  interest.  The  GSM- 102  program  covers  credit  terms  from  90  days 
to  3  years. 

Under  the  program,  once  a  firm  sale  exists,  the  qualified  U.S.  exporter  applies  for  a  payment 
guarantee  before  the  date  of  export.  The  U.S.  exporter  pays  a  fee  calculated  on  the  dollar  amount 
guaranteed,  based  on  a  schedule  of  rates  applicable  to  different  lengths  of  credit  periods.  The 
CCC-approved  foreign  bank  issues  a  dollar-denominated,  irrevocable  letter  of  credit  in  favor  of 
the  U.S.  exporter,  ordinarily  advised  or  confirmed  by  the  financial  institution  in  the  United  States 
agreeing  to  extend  credit  to  the  foreign  bank.  The  U.S.  exporter  may  negotiate  an  arrangement  to 
be  paid  as  exports  occur  by  assigning  the  U.S.  financial  institution  the  right  to  proceeds  that  may 
become  payable  under  the  guarantee,  and  later  presenting  required  documents  to  that  financial 
institution.  Such  documents  normally  include  a  copy  of  the  export  report. 

If  a  foreign  bank  fails  to  make  any  payment  as  agreed,  the  exporter  or  the  assignee  may  file  a 
claim  with  USDA  for  the  amounts  due  and  covered  by  the  guarantee.  USDA  will  pay  the  U.S. 
bank  and  will  take  on  the  responsibility  of  collecting  the  overdue  amount  from  the  foreign  bank.

Supplier  Credit  Guarantee  Program:  No  Activity  Since  Last  Publication 

The  Supplier  Credit  Guarantee  Program  (SCGP)  is  unique  because  it  covers  short-term  financing 
extended  directly  by  U.S.  exporters  to  foreign  buyers  and  requires  that  the  importers  sign  a 
promissory  note  in  case  of  default  on  the  CCC-backed  payment  guarantee.  The  SCGP 
emphasizes  high-value  and  value-added  products,  but  may  include  commodities  or  products  that 
also  have  been  programmed  under  the  GSM- 102  program. 

The  table  on  page  12  presents  the  FY  1999  SCGPs  for  which  USDA  has  authorized  credit 
guarantees  for  sales  of  U.S.  horticultural  products  as  of  August  6,  1999.  Additional  information
